AMERICAN FLEET AT AUCKLAND HAVING GOOD TIME 


Gun Was Overheated—Several 


Men Blinded—Limbs Have to 


be Amputated. 


JUDGE HARMON 


SPENDS NIGHT 


IN THIS CITY 


Holds Informal Reception at Hotel 


Warden ana Meets Many Newark 


Citizens. 


Toulon, AUK 13—Six persons were 


killed and IS injured in a gun explo- 
sion on board the gunnery schoolship 
Couronne off Les Salins d'Hyeres. 


The aciildsiK occurred while a num- 


ber of recruits 
were 
receiving in- 


structions iii handling a 161-mlUme- 
ter gun, the breach of #h!ch blew 
out. Three of the wounded are iii a 
desperate condition. 


According to experts in gunnery, 


the accident was due to the decompo- 
sition of "B ' powder, to which 
the 


debtructiou of the batUeship lona in 
1907 was attributed, and in 
which 


more than 10 lives were lost. The 
men in the turret at the time of the 
accident declare, however, that 
the 


gun became overheated owin^ to the 
rapidity with which it was being fired. 


The shell had hardly been punched 


home when it exploded with tremen- 


• dous force. 
Sheets of flame .darced 


backward from the gun 
and those 


standing nearby wera hurled to tlu 
deck. Several of the m?n were terri- 
bly mutilated. Two were permanent- 
ly blinded and the limbs of others had 
to be amputated immediately when 
they arrived at the hospital. 
All the 


occupants, of tht, turret were more or 
less injure!. 
This is the third fatal accident to 


occur on board 
the schoolship Cou- 


ronne in the past 16 months, all of 
-which were duo to (the blowing off of 
hfeachblooks. 
In the first, April 19, 


1907, three men were killed and sev- 
eral injured; on August 20 of 
the 


same year three men of the crew of 
a four inch gun were killed and five 
•wounded. All the accidents occurred 
off Les Salins d'Hyeres, where is sit- 
uated the French artillery school. 


The Couronne is an old vessel, hav- 


ing been laid down in ISfil, but rew 
Rollers were installed in 1S9S. Her 
armament consists of 34 guns of var- 
ious sizes and her complement :s 622 
men.

take advantage of the fact that the* 
injured persons were Invited gaests, 
or on account of their relationship - 
with fellow-servants of the employes 
who were to blame Jbr the collision, 
or on any other grounds, but that fair 
settlements should be made "with tie 
persons injured and the survivofs of 
those fci'led, without regard to wheth- 
er a legal defense could be made or 
not. ind this course has been 
pur- 


sued, with the result that settlements- 
satisfactory to all parties have been ' 
made in nearly all instances."

INE-TENTHS of the 
outside 


newspaper men who in\ade 
Kentucky and write up the 
Night Kiders in the tobacco 


war do not know enough about the 
real merits of the matter to pass them 
across the state line without peril of 
beirfg taken up and posted, so to speak, 
at insane asylums. The popular pas- 
ting of the metropolitan ne^ spaper is1 
to stigmatize Kentucky as a land of 
blood and Kentuckians as bloodthirsty 
ruffians. 
This pastime is particularly 


relished by some of the big eastern 
bewspapers, which are bos>sed by the 
(trusts. 
' The Night Riders' uprising, -ninth 
has been going on for two or three 
years, is a war against a trust. It is 
confined to a comparatively small sec- 
tion of Kentucky and a still smaller 
section of Tennessee, though about 
thirty counties are invohcd. 
Condi- 


tions in these counties arc unlike those 
in any other section of the country- 
Tobacco is the staple crop. It is the 
crop that makes the In ing for the 
farmer. It is the crop that feeds his 
wife and children, clothes them, keeps 
a roof ovf>r their heads, sends them to 
echool, gives them a chance in the 
world. Tobacco does all this for tb^ 
black burley belt of Kentucky. There 
is nothing else that can do these things 
for these Kentuckians. Tobacco grows 
there to perfection. Practically noth- 
ing else can be grown at a pioiit.

Origin of the War. 


Well, you see it was this way: The 


trust determined to undermine the 
equity societies which had organized 
to pool their products and hold them 
tot- a lair price, declining to sell at the 
miserable figure offeied. 
Agents of 


the octupus went about among the 
farmers, offering one here and there a 
big price for his tobacco, twice is big 
as the fair price demanded by the pro- 
ducers in the pools. What happened? 


War—a war for self preservation, 


nothing else—that is what the Night 
Eider war means. It is a bad war, a 
cruel war, a relentless war, but it 
grows out of the first law of nature 
ne\ ertheless. There is more or less of 
what is termed ruffianism in it. but

Is produced nowhere else in. the world. 
It is m high demand in the United 
States and in European countries. Eng- 
land and Italy are particularly gooci 
customers. 


Now, 
since the people of this tobacco 


belt can grow and do grow large crops 
of a tobacco that is in great demand, a 
tobacco grown nowhere else, they 
ought to be prosperous and happy; they 
ought to be peaceable and pastoral 
and pleasant folks. And they used to 
be so. 


But now they are poor and on the 


warpath. 
Why? Because a few years 


ago the agents for big tobacco con- 
sumers banded together to put down 
the price paid to the producers. They 
agreed upon a certain starvation fig- 
ure, and none of them would pay any 
more. 
Then the American Tobacco 


company, which is a worldwide mo- 
nopoly, came into being. This is the 
•o called tobacco trust. 
It controls 


practically the entire tobacco world 
It put the screws down tighter on the 
Kentucky produceis. It paid from 3% 
to 4 cents a pound for leaf tobacco 
.which cost about 5 cents to produce 
and .which sold when manufactured 
into market goods in England and Italy 
at $150 a pound. 


Enjoyed a Natural Monopoly. 
Kentucky tobacco growers got ex- 


ceedingly weary of growing tobacco 
end feellins? it below the cost of produc- 
tion. 
Such an arrangement was not 


good business. 
It did not feed and 


clothe and shelter the family. It did 
tot buy a new dress for the house- 
wife,^ ho in many instances worked 
In the fields to lielp produce the staple. 
It did not renew the wardrobe of the 
farmer, who grew more aud moie rag- 
ged and more and more resentful. He 
resented the monopoly, to him unholy 
and unlawful, which was ruakiug him 
a slave for less than his board and 
clothes and a place to sleep. In grow- 
ing tobacco there he had enioyed a 
natural monopoly, which hurt nobody. 
An unnatural monopoly was created 
to deprive him of his natural rights to 


there is ruffianism in every war. The 
present writer is not holding a brief in 
uefeube of outlawry. 
He is simply 


stating tacts. They are deplorable 
facts. But let the truth be told and 
recognized. 


Ihe banded farmers began the war 


in a somewhat timid and shrinking 


way, 
as became men who had been 


good citizens all their lives. 
When 


they discovered that a certain neigh- 
bor was taking advantage of the gen- 
eral misfortune to line his own pock- 
ets by selling at the fancy figure offer- 
ed him and uot offered the others they 
argued with him. He came back at 
them with a personal libeity claim 
Ho was his own boss and could do 
what be pleased with the tobacco he 
raised. 
If somebody offered him a 


good price, whose busme?s was it? 
He did not propose to let bis neighbors 
run him. He was out to make all the 
money he could. 


Barns Burned, Men Shot. 


It was in vain that the organization 


men told the outsiders that they were 
making money only at the expense of 
their neighbors, whose move for self 
protection of all had enabled these few 


e<! 
In Bt>m*> instances the nmn Mm- 


self was bl'ot, murdered, while his 
weeping wife and children looked on. 
It was terrible, it was diabolical, but 
it was war. 


Methods of the Raiders. 


The-Night Riders had a particular dis- 


like for the great stores of tobacco in 
the trust's warehouses, gathered for 
shipment to the factories. 
They burn- 


ed these big warehouses at Hopkms- 
ville, Russellville and elsewhere, sur- 
rounding the buildings at night and

riders would appear in a town, visit 
the telephone central office, politely 
coerce the hello girls to keep away 
from 
the switchboards 
and

guard there until the match had been 
applied and the warehouse was beyond 
savins:. Then the raiders would ride 
aw ay and dissolve into the darkness. 
They were quite gallant to the tele- 
phone girls. 


In fact, these raiders never made 


war on women and children except by 
killing a husband and father now and 
then. They did not carry away any- 
thing. They simply destroyed, and de- 
stroyed only that which they looked 
upon as standing in the way of their 
triumph over the enemy they were 
fighting. It was estimated a year ago 
that the Night Riders had destroyed 
more than half a million dollars' worth 
of property in Kentucky. They have 
added to this w reck heap since, though 
for the present there appears to be a 
letup in their acti\ ities. 


In Tennessee Governor Malcolm R 


Patterson seems to have put an end to 
night riding. 
Governor Augustus E 


Willson, in Kentucky, promised in his 
inaugural address to stop the war in 
his state. He did not make the prom- 
ise rashly, for he stated that he would 
do th« good work In h}s four years' of 
service. 
The governor ^has been se- 


verely criticised in some quarters be- 
cause he did not stop night riding at 
once. 
The adverse criticism comes 


from persons who know very little 
more about Kentucky conditions, and 
this situation in particular, than they 
know about the reputed canals on 
Mars. 


Vanish After Raiding. 


The tobacco belt where the raids take 


place is a considerable section of terri- 
tory. The raiders themselves, for the 
most part, are the hitherto reputable 
citizens of the communities wherein 
they dwell. But nobody is supposed to 
know Just who they are. First find 
your snake, then scotch it. Night Rid- 
ers are not in the habit of notifying the 
governor when they are to make a raid, 
so that the troops may be sent After 
the raid is made and the damage done 
there are no Nigh't Riders in sight. 
There are only a lot of peaceable farm- 
ers going about their tasks or sitting 
on their fences hoping that the war 
will soon be ended in their favor, so 
that they can grow tobacco again and 
sell it at a fair profit. 


Spain fought the guerrillas in Cuba 


for fifty years and the Filipino bush- 
whackers for three centuries without 
quelling them. And the guerrillas and 
bushwhackers were in the saddle most 
of the time. They didn't wear masks. 
Their organizations did not melt away 
into mist the moment they had made 
a demonstration and accomplished the 
deed in hand. 


Tho Kentucky Night Rider takes good 


care that no man shall inform upon 


him. 
In some of the societies there is 


an oalh which all members are re- 
quired to take, binding themselves not 
to rev eal the secrets of the society on 
pain of death. 


Years ago the south had to deal with 


the,. Kuklux Klan, which operated on 
lines similar to the Night Rider frater- 
nity. 
Many of the Kukluxes were 


leading citizens of their 
The same situation obtains in the case 
of the Night Riders. There is a con- 
siderable chasm of difference, however, 
between the moral aspects of the Ku- 
klux movement and the Kentucky to- 
bacco raiders. The former had for its 
chief object the intimidation of ne- 
groes, while the latter is based upon a 
matter of economics which have to do 
with the material welfare of the home. 
However one may condemn and de- 
plore the methods employed by these 
Night Riders, it cannot be denied that 
their contention that the original out- 
lawry came from the corporations 
themselves has some reason. 
It is 


charged that they have held them- 
selves above the law and sought to de- 
prive the Kentucky tobacco planters of 
their right to a fair reward for their 
hard labor. 


How will it all end? Who can tell? 
The whole affair in Kentucky and 


Tennessee 
is 
merely 
an incident, 


though a startling one, in the general 
w,ir against the lawbreaking corpora- 
tion which has been waged with in- 
creasing fury throughout the United 
States for the past few7 years.

Thev wont to ate 
tobacco plant bed nnd «f rnpod it or de- 
stroyed the plants with chemlrals. If l<e 
had a crop in barn the barn was burn- 


the highways and byways, on horse- 
back and with torch and pistol. But 


recently explained to a icporter for the 
New York Herald just \\hat had been 
done: 


"Rossell is the best fellow alive. He 


is the most popular cadet in the acade- 
my with both plebes aud upper <jlass 


men. 
If the regulations did not forbid 


it, I believe every plebe in the corps 
would sign a petition asking for the re- 
instatement of Rossell and the other 
men without punishment. 


"The 'big fat ant' thing did not 


amount to shucks. The cadet who is 
supposed to have- suffered so through 
having to carry a hundred live ants 
under bis cap was simply told to bring 
a hundred big fat ants to his 'hazers,' 
and he did so, carrying the insects in 
his cap, which was the logical recepta- 
cle for them. He wasn't required to 
put the cap on his head at all. 


"Speaking as a plebe who has been 


through the mill for several months, 
all this talk about hazing in West 
Point is absurd. A plebe w ho is at all 
reasonable or who has the least sense 
of humor rather enjoys his experience 
during his first year here. There is 
not one stunt in the whole so called 
hazing programme that doesn't do a 
fellow good.« 


"Let me tell you what has happened 


to me during my plebe days, which will 
not be over until next June. 
I am 


walking through the company streets 
when an upper class man comes along. 
He says 'Halt!' 
I halt. 
'Who are 


you?' he asks. 
" 'Mr. Smith, sir.' 
" 'Who are you?' 
" 'Mr. Smith, sir.' 
" 'Who are you?' a third time. 
'"Nobody, sir.' 
" 'Right,' and my questioner passes 


on. 
| 


"A plebe has the right to tell his 


name twice in a sort of declaration of 
independence, but he knows that on 
the third interrogation he must say 
'Nobody.' 


"I am stopped by a third year man, 


who points to a water pail and asks, 
•What is in that pail?' I look and re- 
ply, 'Nothing, sir.' 'What is to that 
paii?' he demands again. I once more 
say, 'Nothing, sir,' but I know what he 
is driving at. I pick up the pail and, 
filling it at the hydrant, set It down 
where I found it, and* that is all there 
is to it 


"An upper class man .meets me and 


asks, 'Who does a plebe rank?1 Every 
plebe knows the answer, which is, 
'The hell cats, the waiter and the 
waiter's dog, sir.' The hell cats are 
the men assigned to beat the drum and 
play the fife in the morning to -wake 
us up. Of course they are cordially 
hated and are synonyms for every- 
thing that is despicable, so even a 
plebe has the satisfaction of knowing 
he ranks a 'hell cat.' 


"Two plebes are caught walking to- 


gether. One of the upper class men 
says, 'You fellows go clean up our 
company street, and mmd you make a 
good job of it!' The plebes make what 
they think is a good job and depart 
They are stopped by the older cadet 


'"Hey, you! That is a pretty poor 


job. Did you take a\\ ay that $aw log?' 


" 'We didn't see any saw log, sir.' 
" 'Well, it's there. Get a wheelbar- 


row and come along.' 


"We obey and trundle the barrow 


along behind our leader. He stops and 
points to a partly burned match on 
the ground. 


" 'Here, you! Get hold of this end of 


that log and yon get hold of the other 
end. Mind, it is heavy, and don't drop 
it' 


"We solemnly stoop and pick up the 


match stick together and deposit it in 
the bairow. Then we trundle it away 
and dump the match in an out of the 
way place. 


"The often heard command to 'brace' 


is a good thing for a plebe. It means 
only that you must draw in your chin, 
throw out your chest, put your shoul- 
ders back as far as possible and walk 
that way until out of sight of the up- 
per class man. Dre.idful, isn't it? 


A plebe's first year is up in June, 


and a week or two before the time ar- 
rives when he will be forever free from 
this terrible 'hazing' he generally gets 
'fresh'—that is, he sometimes grins at 
the man who orders him to brace or

states of Oklahoma, Kansas, Indiana 
and the northwestern part of Texas 
with natural gas," said Mr. Eberson, 
"and there are also pipe lines from 
Oklahoma to St. Louis and from. In- 
Oiaua u> FiUautug. 
| 


"My clients, 
who have immense 


leases in the Indian Territory and who 
supply the Standard Oil company with 
oil. have made up their minds to pipe 
their gas, if it ia at all possible, to 
Europe. The gas does not cost any» 
thing, and we see no reason why it 
should not pay to lay a pipe line from 
Oklahoma across Kansas, Missouri, 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylva- 
nia to New York and then across the 
Atlantic to Europe. 
The supply of 


natural gas is illimitable. 
When we 


start a gusher we often get 5,000 bar- 
rels of oil a day and an absolutely in- 
exhaustible supply of one of the hydro- 
carbon series of gases, which is as 
valuable for power as for lighting 
purposes. 


"Although I must confess my scheme 


Js as yet in the embryonic state, it may 
not be many years before London, 
Paris and Berlin are illuminated by 
Oklahoma gas and,th£ trolley cars and 
workshops in thqse cities are also 
driven by the sarne power. 
The ex- 


isting gas companies will put up a big 
fight for their c-istence, bat gas at 
half the present cost could not be re- 
fused."

Strong both release all dower or in- 
heritance rights from each other, while 
Mr. Strong agrees to pay his wife $4,000 
a year for the first ten years after July 
1', 1908; $4,500 a year for the second 
ten years and thereafter $5,000 a year 
until death. 


Mr. Strong declared that the arrange- 


ment was to "facilitate" -his wife's 
financial affairs. 
He said that Mrs. 


Strong goes to Europe alone frequent- 
ly and that he desired her "to be able 
to manage her own affairs and not he 
left utterly helpless." 


The agreement provides that pay- 


ments shall not be canceled by the 
death of Mr. Strong, but shall continue 
an obligation on his estate. They shall 
cease in the event of .the death of 
"Mrs.
